r W a sh in g to n , September 3d. — Senator 
Vest introduced a resolution to authorize 
tne Committee od Civil Service Reform to 
inquire whether employes of the United 
States Senate are engaged in compiling 
Republican campaign documents and sell­ 
ing the same. Mr. Vest took this action 
because the Assistant Librarian of the 
Senate, McKee, has published a book on 
protection which Mr. Vest regards as a 
campaign document directed against the 
Democrats. He said Mr. McKee was not 
hired by the Senate to prepare campaign 
literature. 
Senator Cullom regarded Mr. McKee as a 
diligent officer of the Senate, and he said 
it was no business of the Senate how he 
should devote his after hours. He had 
the Clerk read editorials from Democratic 
Chicago papers denouncing the policy of 
the Democratic Postmaster there in exact­ 
ing campaign contributions from his em­ 
ployes, and whom Senator Vest has under­ 
taken to defend. 
Senator Plumb objected to the sniveling 
hypocrisy of the Democratic party, which 
has pretended one thing and done another. 
In regard to this McKee matter, he said 
Commissioner Stocksiager had published 
a campaign document over his official sig­ 
nature, and at the public expense, too, and 
this wa3 not uncommon. 
The resolution was referred to the Com 
mittee on Civil Service Reform. 
In the afternoon consideration of the bill 
to admit Washington Territory was tem­ 
porarily laid aside and Senator Stewart 
called up Scott’s Chinese bill, which passed 
the House this morning, for immediate 
consideration. 
Senator George thought the bill should 
be referred to the Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee before it was discussed in the Sen­ 
ate. 
There was considerable discussion on the 
subject, but the bill was finally taken up. 
Senator Teller expressed gratification at 
the rejection of the treaty, because it ena­ 
bled absolute restriction to be enforced. 
Sherman said that he knew ot no au­ 
thentic information as to the rejection of 
the treaty by China, but he had no doubt 
that the House, in passing this bill, did so 
on information which the Senate had not 
received, and he therefore hoped the Sen­ 
ate would pass the bill with expedition. 
Senator Butler asked if the bill should 
become law, would it not violate existing 
treaties with China .’ 
In reply Senator Sherman said it would 
be an abrogation of the existing treaty. 
Butler did not think a bill was the proper 
method to abrogate a treaty, and thought it 
wrong for the Senate to acquiesce in the re­ 
peated tfforts of the House “ to drive these 
poor devils into the Pacific ocean, in spite 
of existing treaties.” In continuation, he 
said that although be would vote for the 
bill, he knew that Congress should not 
undertake such a step. 
Senator Mitchell suggested the Senator 
from South Carolina was taking a peculiar 
course in voting for what he considered to 
be wrong. 
Butler answered that in so doing he fol­ 
lowed in the steps of his distinguished 
friend from Oregon. 
Senator Mitcbell said lie would like to 
know exactly where Senator Butler stood 
on this question. 
“ I stand just behind Senator Mitchell,” 
said Butler. 
Senator Mitchell did not think the treaty 
which would be abrogated should have 
received the approbation of the American 
people. 
Butler said that if it was noton the eve of 
election and both parties were trying to get 
the vote of the Pacific biope, the bill would 
never be passed by the Senate. 
Senator Gray regarded the bill as far 
from being a partisan measure, but one in­ 
tended to protect tbe vital interest of the 
country. But he thought that the Senate 
amendments which were appended to the 
treaty added nothing to its positive force, 
and caused its reject ion by the Chinese 
Government. 
Senator Siewart was delighted with the 
action of the House in the passage of this 
measure. He sa>d It meant the shutting of 
the doors against Chinese laborers, and he 
believed they would never be opened to 
them again. 
Senator Dolph said that the treaty bad 
not yet gone into the hands of the Emperor 
of China, but was in wtiBt is called the 
Treaty Bure hi. The resident Minister, he 
said, liad agreed to the Senate amend­ 
m en t, and he believed the rejection was at 
the instance of outside 
influences, es­ 
pecially as the dispatch announcing the 
rejection cam a from London. 
After some remarks by Vest, Senator 
George declared that the doors which the 
Republicans had been crying so loudly to 
be closed were opened by themselves. 
Senator Mitchell refuted George’s whole 
argument, and showed conclusively that in 
the early days of California, when it was 
controlled by the Democrats, Chinamen 
were permitted to swarm into the country. 
The Democrats even tried to pass laws to 
permit the making of contracts with for­ 
eign labor, which were barely defeated. 
Before the Burlingame treaty was made 
141,000 Chinamen came into California, and 
this under Democratic domination. This 
showed who opened the doors. 
Without disposing of the matter, the 
Senate at 5:30 adjourned.

D.G'.), September 3d.—Rep­ 
resentative Scott of Pennsylvania this 
morning, after an interview with the Presi­ 
dent, came to the Capitol and had a brief 
interview with Speaker Carlisle. 
Immedi­ 
ately afier the reading of the journal Scott 
was recognized by the Speaker and asked 
unanimous consent for immediate consid­ 
eration ot the following bill: 
S u jp lem eu t to an Act entitled an Act to execute 
certain treaty stipulations relating to tb e Chi­ 
nese: 
Section 1. Be it enacted, etc., th at from and 
after tbe passage of th is Act it shall be unlaw ful 
for any Chinese laborers w ho shall at any tim e 
heretofore have been, or who m ay now or h ere­ 
after be resident w ithin th e U nited States, and 
w ho shall h s .e departed or shall depart th ere­ 
from, and shall not have returned before the 
passage of th is Act, to retu rn to or rem ain in 
th e U nited states. 
Section 2. T h at th e certificate o f identity pro­ 
vided for in Sections 4 an d 5 of th e Act to w hich 
th is is a supplem ent, shall not hereafter be 
issued, a n d every certificate heretofore issued 
in pursuance thereof is hereby declared void 
and o f no effect, and the C hinese laborer claim ­ 
ing adm ission by virtue th ereo f shall not be 
perm itted to en ter th e U nited M ates. 
Section 3. T hat all duties prescribed, liab ili­ 
ties penalties an d forfeitures im posed an d pow ­ 
ers conferred on Sections 2 10,11 an d 12 of th e 
Act to w hich th is is supplem entary, are hereby 
ex ten d ed an d m ade applicable to th e provis­ 
ions ot th is Act. 
Section 1 All such p a rt or parts of tb e Act to 
w hich th is is supplem entary as are inconsistent 
h erew ith are hereby repealed. 
Payson of Illinois inquired whether the 
bill had been submitted to the Republican 
members from California. 
Scott replied that it had n o t; it was sub­ 
mitted to them now. If tbe Chinese treaty 
was correct, or if the treaty was hereafter 
ratified, there was nothing in the bill in 
violation of any treaty. 
Morrow of California said that tbe bill 
was directed to tbe revocation of the issu­ 
ance of certificates of identification. The 
California delegation was entirely in favor 
of any measure which would cure the evil 
existing on the Pacific Coast, but the pend­ 
ing bill, as he had heard it read, did not 
cover the point at issue. 
It provided 
for the repeal of that provision of the Act 
of May 6, 1882, which provided for the 
issuance of certificates of identity. The 
trouble was that tbe treaty ot 1880 provided 
that the Chinese who were in the United 
States could go and come of their own 
free will and accord. And not until 1882 
was any law placed upon tbe statute books 
providing for the identification of those 
who should depart. Between the date of 
the treaty and the Act of 1882, 12.000 Chi­ 
namen 
departed without certificates of 
identification. 
Now. according 
to the 


1882 should not be entitled to return, he 
would cover tbe difficulty. 
Scott conld see no reoson for waiting un­ 
til this afternoon. If the gentleman from 
California offered an amendment to th e 
bill to remedy the evils he would accept it. 
The bill then, at Morrow's request, was 
again lead, and Morrow expressed himself 
satisfied with it as it stood, There was no 
objection and tbe bill was passed without 
division.

W a sh ing to n, September 3d.—The unex­ 
pected introduction and immediate passage, 
without reference to a committee, of Bill 
Scott's bill to prohibit Chinese laborers 
from coming to this country, created a sen­ 
sation second only to- the President’s re­ 
taliatory message on the subject of the 
Canadian fisheries. In this last move on 
the political chessboard Cleveland's fine 
hand was plainly seen. Scott knows no 
more about the Chinese question than a 
hog knows about Latin. 
The bill was 
written upon the coarse paper used at the 
State Department for the transmission of 
instructions to Foreign Ministers, and as it 
was penned this morning before coming to 
the Capital, all question as to the real au­ 
thorship of the bill was set at rest. 
Prior to tbe negotiation of the present 
treaty, which report says has been rejected 
by the Chinese Government, President 
Cleveland and Secretary Bayard opposed 
tbe bills introduced by Senator Mitchell 
and Representatives Felton, Morrow and 
Henley, because they were in contraven­ 
tion of the existing treaty stipulations. 
They would not consent to any legislation 
which, to use Secretary Bayard’s language, 
“ violated solemn treaty obligations ” The 
absolute prohibition of incoming Chinese 
laborers was the object sought to be ob­ 
tained by tbe Pacific coast Representatives 
in Congress, but tbe Administration de­ 
clares that this conld be properly accom­ 
plished by the negotiation of a new treaty, 
and that any legislation in conflict with 
the existing treaty need not expect the Ex­ 
ecutive approval. 
The Democratic majority in the House 
Committee ou Foreign Affairs accordingly 
smothered the restriction bills introduced 
by the California representatives. 
When 
appeals for relief became so strong that 
they could no longer be ignored. Secretary 
Bayard negotiated a new treaty with the 
Chinese Minister which, until amended by 
tbe Senate, was believed to be utterly 
worthless 
to accomplish tbe 
purpose 
sought, and respecting which, after it was 
amended and a law was enacted to carry its 
provisions into effect, was generally regard­ 
ed by the Pacific Coast politicians as an ab­ 
solute failure. 
The Administration hill, passed by the 
House to-day 
on the strength ot the 
report 
from 
London 
that 
the new 
treaty had 
been rejected by the I tu­ 
torial Government, put to shame every 
effort or pretense of Secretary Bayard and 
the President that no legislation in contra­ 
vention of the existing treaty would be 
approved. 
Scott's bill rides rough shod 
over the provisions of the present treaty 
with China, and. while i: is in liue with 
the demands of the people of the Pacific 
coast, it clearly shows that the President 
turned a much loftier and more hazardous 
handspring than when he abandoned his 
porition 011 the fisheries question and came 
forth with his retaliatory message to Con­ 
gress. 
The bill, it will be observed, only applies 
to laborers. 
It contains no provisions 
against the immigration of merchants •' so- 
called,” nor travelers for pleasure, nor does 
it attempt to guard against the incoming of 
Chinese from British Columbia, Canada or 
Mexico. 
Inquiry at the State Department late this 
afternoon shows that no official informa­ 
tion has yet been received there of the re­ 
jection of the treaty by tbe Chinese Gov­ 
ernment. Should it, by any chance, trans­ 
pire that tbe Chinese Government had not 
rejected the new treaty. Scott’s bill would 
place the Administration in a very uncom­ 
fortable position, as China will look upon 
the proposed legislation as an act of direct 
hostility, and will, in any event, now refuse 
to ratify the treaty.

There are three courts in this city of the 
Ancient Order of Foresters. The member­ 
ship is strong and the financial condition 
of the courts is very good. In the State 
there are about forty courts. Recently it 
has leaked out that there is trouble within 
this fraternal organization concerning an 
order of the Supreme body. An article 
appeared in a San Francisco paper the 
other day to tbe effect that all the courtein 
this State would comply with the order. 
Yesterday, learning that members here 
were deny ing the correctness of tbe state­ 
ment, a reporter of tbe R kcord-U n ion 
sought out tbe details of the trouble. It 
appears that it is the old ‘‘color line" 
question over again, that has agitated 
nearly ull our I rater nal orders and been 
decided in Odd Fellowship, Masonry, etc. 
The order originated in England and the 
chief authority is the High Court of En­ 
gland. Under a charter granted by it the 
Subsidiary High Court of America was 
formed, and under it local courts exist. 
Some two months ego, though the color 
question has been agitated in the older for 
some years, the High Court of England 
issued an order suspending the American 
High Court and all subsidiary courts that 
persisted in retaining the word “ white” in 
the laws concerning qualification for mem­ 
bership. "This was in accordance with a 
notice given a year ago last July,” say the 
members here, though three years ago tbe 
High Court of England gave á like notice, 
but afterward granted further time. “ The 
American High Court,” said a prom­ 
inent 
member, 
“ has always 
refused 
to 
obey 
the 
order, 
not 
because 
of 
any 
animosity 
to 
others, 
but 
simply because the membership chooses to 
judge as to whom they will admit to social 
relations with them.” *' Nor,” said he, 
" have we ever had application from a col­ 
ored citizen, or any evidence of the desire 
of such to unite with the Order. There 
are some thirty courts in San Francisco 
and Oakland, and we hear that about half 
of them are agreed to comply with the or­ 
der to strike out the word, but those in Sac­ 
ramento do not, and no others nnywhere 
else in this State. 
Probably about one out 
of ten in the East favors compliance. All 
the rest refuse, and come under the order 
of suspension.” 
“ Yes, the fear is that it will divide the 
Order. We think tbe courts In San Fran­ 
cisco that favor compliance wish to secure a 
charter and set up a Subsidiary High Court 
on the Pacific coast, as they can do if nine 
courts apply, because we are the necessary 
distance away from the American Subsid­ 
iary High Court.” 
“ We do not want that division, but if it 
comes we know the great majority will be 
nonconformists, and an; independent su­ 
preme body will be set up.”

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TKS ATTEMPT TO 
BULLY A COURT. 


'n another column api-ears an account 
of a disgraceful proceeding at the liar of a 
Federal Court in San Francisco yesterday, 
whieli shame- every citizen who has re­ 
ef ect for the laws and !relieves that in 
supporting the administrators of justice he 
upholds and defends his liberties. 
'ih ech iet a tor in the dramatic scene 
was an ex-Justice of the Supreme Court 
notorious rather titan fatuous for his rela­ 
to r. to a bloody episode in the earlier his­ 
t -ry of the State—Judge I). S. Terry, and 
hr- colleague in the outrage was his wife, 
better known a- Sarah Althea Hill, a 
woman scarcely less in the public eye of 
late, because of her relation to the r.otori- 
ou- - ase prosecuted by her to establish her 
alleged marriage to 
the late William 
S ..ron. 
The Federal tribunal, consisting 
«>f four Judges, with Justice Field of the 
I 
I ted States Supreme Couit presiding, 
w. - ruling that the petition should be 
granted to revive and carry into execution 
a r -¡or and final decree of the Court that 
declared the alleged marriage on tract be­ 
tween Sarah Althea H ill and William 
S a ro n to be fraudulent and of no effect. 
The Court was interrupted in announc­ 
ing its decision by a violent outburst of 
passion upon the part of the woman, who 
a-.-ailed the Judges with voluble profanitv 
and disgraceful blackguardism and charges 
¡hat they had been bought to rule against 
her. 
Her husband made no effort to re­ 
strain her, but on the contrary, and with 
a murderous threat upon liís !¡¡is, felled 
the United States Marshal who sought to 
remove her, and soon afier, resisting the 


sts of the Court, drew a weapon and 
endeavored to add homicide to his ruffianly 
behavior. 
Only by force of numbers was 
hi iverpowered and disarmed. Terry was 
; 
aptly and properly committed to jail 
for six mouths, and his wife, who began 
lb - affray, and evidently with premedita­ 
tion, was sent up for thirty days—a mild 
punishment under the lircmnstances— 
sin.-e she came into Court armed with a 
p:-t )l, thus justifying the conclusion that 
s.'if intended to second her language by 
li-rco of arms. 
The presiding Judge, Justice Field oi 
th - United States Supreme Court, retained 
id- composure during the trying scene, 
an-, met the emergency with that judicial 
cads 
and 
dispassionate behavior that 
i-o' s the American tribunal of law when 
thus officered, with 
the 
dignity and 
majesty of the people of the Republic, 
and inspires for it the respect and com­ 
mendation of all just men. 
Terry lias been taught that the days of 
a decayed chivalry that in the past brow­ 
beat Courts, and cowed citizens by its 
bullying, arc over, for like a common of. 
fcmler he has been, jugged. No mistaken 
dispensation of mercy should shorten his 
terra by so much as a minute, nor yet that 
of his misguided partner, whom he might 
have controlled had he wished to, and 
who assumed the authority of a plural to 
speak for him as Well as herself 
iu 
charging the bench with being corrupt. 
Whoever strikes at the Courts of the 
p< > >ie established to administer the laws 
they enact, delivers his blow not at the 
occupants of the bench, but at the system 
i : ‘ree government that make- these tri­ 
bunals the voice of the people. He assails 
no; the Judges, but the liberty of the citi­ 
zens they represent and that Courts are 
established to hedge about with the safe­ 
guards of the law. 
Judge Terry, there­ 
fore, threw oft the robes of an honorable 
profession that made him an officer of the 
Court, and placed him under the most 
solemn obligation to maintain at least 
the seeming of resjiect for it, and descended 
t » the level of the bully when he struck 
down the Court’s bailiff, who was no more 
than discharging his duty, and who he 
wcli knew would not and could not do

in other words, he

n mnced that he would kill whosoever 
touched her, and thus in effect declared 
tii it she should not be interrupted in her 
hi a kguardly assault.

The passion of the wife, born of 
her disappointment and chagrin, will go, 
" • • many people, a good way in merciful 
mitigation of her offense, aud evidently 
the Court itself, in administering the re­ 
buke the character of the bench made 
inqierative, was moved in degree by the 
chivalrous sentiment that softens for a 
w man, even when she develop- as a vixen, 
the punishment that for u man will not 
and should not be relaxed. 
The American people will testify to 
their loyalty to the law and its adminis­ 
tration by furnishing not one apologist 
for the outrageous conduct of Terry and 
hit wife. 
If the rigors of imprisonment 
do not imprea- them with the fact that the 
tribunals of the land arc neither to he 
bullied by men nor blackguarded

The curtain was rung u pon a i:.-w and 
sensational act iu the famous Sharon- 
Terry dram a this forenoon in the Untied 
States Circuit Court. T he occasion was the 
rendering of the decision in the m atter of 
Fred. W . Sharon’s application for a bill of 
revivor as executor of th e esia!» of Win. 
Sharon, and the application of F. G. New- 
iands et ai. as trustees, for a bill in eqnitv, 
iu the nature of a bill of revivor and sup­ 
plem ent, and to carry decree into execu­ 
tion. 
The decision was rendered by United 
States Suprem e Judge Field, and beside 
him on the bench sat Judges Sawyer,Sabin 
and Hoffman, each of w hom concurred in 
the decision. 
The Court-room wa- crowded almost to 
suffocation with interested persons and at­ 
torneys. At a table just in front of the 
Clerk's desk sat A lthea Sharon-Terry, ac­ 
companied by her husband, David S Terry, 
and au acquaintance. 
F or five m inutes be­ 
fore the Judges took their seats, she chatted 
pleasantly with her husband and appeared 
to be iu the best o f spirits. 
A t another table, som e distance away, 
sat the Sharon people—General Barnes, 
Ju ic e Evans, the elder Newluuds, Fred. 
Sharon and several ethers. 


A PRESENTMENT. 
A hush came over the room when the 
four Judges caiue in and took their seals 
under the canopy. Judge Field im m edi­ 
ate! v began in a low and distinct voico to 
read the decision. 
Mr. ami Mrs. Terry leaned forward and 
listened with the utm ost attention. She, 
however, was the center of all eyes in Ibe 
Court-room. and there seemed to be a kind 
of presentm ent hanging over all that some­ 
thing extraordinary was going to happen. 
Mrs. Terry listened for fully fifteen m in­ 
utes w ithout a change of countenance, or 
the slightest indication of anv dissatisfac­ 
tion on her part. 
But, finally, when the 
Judge’s language began to indicate that the 
decision was going against her, she moved 
restlessly in her chair, heaved n deep sich 
and was apparently endeavoring to com­ 
pose herself. 
It was evident, though, that 
she was not equal to the task, and then 
Judge Terry whispered som ethin 
• » her, 
which seemed to ease h er somewm. . and 
she once m ore settled down to listen at­ 
tentively. 
HRS. TERRY hSTEBiarTS THE COURT. 
Judge Field had just resr' ed a point i i 
his rem arks where *!».: necessity oi car < el- 
it ; and destroying such a m arriage e n ­ 
trant as that possessed by Mrs. Terry was 
suggested, when she jum ped to her feet and 
w ith flashing eyes said to th e Supreme 
Justice: 
*• Judge Field, do you intend to take the 
responsibility of ordering m e to surrender 
my contract?'’ 
“ Sit down, m adam ,” was Justice Field's 
perem ptory order. 
Judge Terry took hold of his wife's arm 
and bade her keep cool and resum e her 
seat. 
“ 1 will speak,” she cried, breaking nwav 
from her husband. Then, turning to Judge 
Field, she scream ed: 
“ Judge Field, you have been bought! 
H ow m uch have they paid you ?” 
“ M arshal, take that woman out of the 
room,” ordered the Judge w ith a wave of 
his hand. 


A SCEXE OF CONFUSION. 
In a m om ent everything was confusion. 
The Marshal rushed'tow ard the now thor­ 
oughly infuriated woman to carry out the 
order of the Court, w hen he was confrooied 
by the massive form of Judge Terry. 
“ Don’t put yotir hands on her,’’ hissed 
the latter through his clenched teeth. 
“ Do 
you hear ?” 
For a moment M arshal F'raDks hesitated. 
Then he darted past the Judge aud seized 
Mrs. Terry in his arms. Terry started after 
him , but before he had laken three steps 
ho was seized on all sides by Deputy Mar­ 
shals. lawyers and miscellaneous spectators. 
The first or.e to approach him received the 
furious Judge’s clenched fist lull in the 
face, and was staggered. T he next instant, 
thongh. the crowd ha I Terry on the-floor, 
he all the tim e fighting like a m adm an. H e 
was picked up and carried bodily out of the 
Court-room. out as soon as the corridor was 
reached he seemed to be gified w ith the 
strength of a dozen men, for he shook off 
his assailants like so m any rats. 


TERRY' DRAWS A KNIFE. 
T he next instant Terry whipped out a 
dagger about seven inches long and started 
in the direction of the M arshal's office, 
wLere Mrs. Terry had been carried a few 
moments before by M arshal Franks. 
T he crowd whicn bad followed them out 
evidently mls ook the knife for a revolver, 
and well knowing lerr.v’s fam iliarity wilh 
that weapon, stampeded, yelling like a lot 
ot era::, people. 
Terry was sim ply boiling over with rage 
and trembled like a leaf. 
W ith the knife 
upraised, he rushed into the M arshal's 
quarters, crying out tea t he would m ake 
mincem eat of the person w ho laid violent 
bands upon his wife. 
Jle had not gone 
fir, however, before live or six revolvers 
were staring hitn in the face, being in the 
bands ot the M arshal aud bis Deputies. 
But this only seemed to anger him the 
more, for he raged am! fumed like an in ­ 
furiated lion and dared them to shoot. 
He was seized upon by the deputies and, 
after a terrible struggle, the weapon was 
finally wrenched fron hi- hand. 
H e was then carried into one of the Mar­ 
shal's rooms and locked up while his wife 
was put into another room . 
For come 
tim e after Mrs. Terry’s voice could be 
heard crying in the room that Judge Field 
had been bought ami was a mt nster, a 
devil, e t ;. 
As soon as quiet could be restored in the 
Court-room Judge Field resumed his read­ 
ing of the decision w ithout th e least show 
of excitem ent, and read continuously lor 
' V.-f an hour a lte r* ard. 
THE TERRYS IK JAIL. 
Judge Field ordered that D a v id s Terry 
be confined in the Alam eda jail for th’o 
term of six m onths, and that Mrs Terry 
be confined iu the eauie institution for the 
period of thirty days. 


THE DECISION. 
The case was one of two brought n> se­ 
cure a decree of the Court declaring the 
H di bharou m arriage contract invalid, a 
fraud, and reauthorize the executor of them 
to carry said decree into execution. Judges 
i? wyer and Sabin sa' with Mr. Justice 
Field, and Judge Hoffman occnpitd the 
bench also by courtesy. 
Mr. Justice Field 
deliver!d the opinion of tb eC odtt. 
Ji re­ 
cited th “ history of the case and the final 
judgment and the order ihnt the so-called 
m arriage contract should be delivered to 
• he Cisrk of ibe Couri and be stamped 
“Cancelled," auil that no one should claim 
to have any inter»3t in the estate of Sbarcn 
under it. 
Incidentally ibe Court reviewed 
the tact that a State Court liad behl that 
there was a m arriage between Sarah A lthea 
H dl and W illiam Sharon, and considered 
the apparent conflict between these two 
authorities. 
It said : 
The principal grounds of the demurre in 
each case are that the t’onrt has no jurisdiction 
of the subject matter of the suits, or to grant 
the relief prayed; that the plaii.tifi's do not 
show any right or title to maintain their re­ 
spective suits. The doctrine for which the 
learned counsel contends, if successfully main­ 
tained, would strip the Federal Courts of the 
most important branch of their jurisdiction iu 
equity case». 
The Court then considered the effect of 
the judgm ent of the State Court upon that 
of toe Federal Court. 
After stating the 
jurisdiction and powers of the Federal 
Court, the decision proceeds to say : 
tVhcn two judgments relating to the same 
subject are uureconcilable, both cannot be cn- 
lorced. One or the other must give Way; they 
cannot Co-exist, and the only reasonable' test by 
which the superiority of one over the other is 
to he determined is that which is expressed in 
the authorities cited, that the Courts which first 
obtains jurisdiction of the subject and parties 
mu-t have the right to proceed to judgment. 
Haviug first acquired possession of the subject, 
it cannot be rightly ousted by subsequent pio- 
cecdings in another Court having no supervis­ 
ing or appellate authority. 
In conclusion the Federal Judges said of 
the testimony of Sarah Althea Hili iu the 
State Court aud the decree of Judge Sulli­ 
van: 
Of v.hat she attempted, the Judge, with un­ 
usual consideration, thus speaks: “I am oj 
opinion that tusóme extent plaintiff h v avail» d 
hers:lf of the aid oi faise testimony for the 
. pm pose of giving tier cas» a better appearanc. 
j m tne eyes of the Court: sometimes parties have 
I been known to resort to fatso testimony, where, 
, iu their judgment, it would assist them !u prw- 
touting a lawful case, a s I unierstand the facts 
! of this ca-e th d was dime iu this instance.'' 
Nothwithstanding this characterization of 
parts ol her testlm-my, ti e geni.inttie-s of the 
alleged marriage coutr.nU r-»ts to a great ex­ 
ant upon her testimony. It would seem that 
he learned Judge reached hfcKonclusione with­ 


out due regard to a priuciplc iu the weighing of 
testimony as old as the hills, and which ought 
to be as eternal in the administration of justice 
that the presentation knowingly ol fabricated 
papers, or false evidence, to sustain the story of 
a party, throws discredit upon his whole state­ 
ment. It is generally deemed equivalent to 
ail admission of the falsity of the whole claim. 
The judgment ot this Court is that the de­ 
murrers :u both cases be overruled: that in the 
lir-it case the original suit of William Sharon 
against Sarah Althea Hill, now Sarah Altbea 
Terry, aud the proceedings and final decree 
therein stand revived In the name oi Frederick 
ft. Sharon, as executor, aud against Sarah 
Althea Terry and David S. 'J errv, her husband. 


BLOOD W ILL TELL. 


The sun Francisco Procuress Has He la­ 
tí» es iu this City. 
The R e c o b d- U s i o n yesterday m orning 
contained an item regarding a m other who 
deserted her children upon the street at 
night, in order to visit disreputable dives 
with im m oral men. The following, laken 
from the San Francisco Chronicle yesterday, 
will show that the woman comes from bad 
stock. The noted procuress passed her 
girlhood days in this city. The bay paper 
sa y s: 
“ The late residence of Mrs. Ida Kellogg, 
nlias Phillips, alias Davis, alias May, at 6U8 
Jones street, is no longer occupied by that 
notorious w om an and her m other, Mrs. 
May. Shortly after the Kellogg woman 
had been held in the Police Court to answer 
before the Superior Court on the charge 
upon which she was arrested, of harboring 
girls who are under age in her house of 
prostitution at 60S Jones street, the place 
was closed to all callers, and only such a3 
were know n to Mrs. M ay, the m other of 
the procuress, were adm itted ; to all others 
it was reported th at the notorious Ida had 
gone to Oakland at one tim e and to Sacra­ 
m ento at another.
